These affidavits charge cruelty 


of a fiendish character on the part, 


of the poliqe officers in.the: City 
Jail on Eddy, near Mason street. 
Each of the affiants sets forth 
that from the time of his arrest 
he was refused water to drink, 
was given the scantiest supply of 


food and that which he received 
was unwholesome; that he was 


'denied a bed of any kind to sleep 


on during two nights of his in- 


incarceration and that he was 


beaten in a cruel and brutal man- 


ner by the officers in charge of 
the cells. 


This treatment, it is alleged, 


was inspired by hostility on the 


part of the police, 
which 
was 


prompted by prejudice 
against 


the strike-breakers and friendship 


for the striking union carmen. 


A dual purpose, it is said, is the 


idea of these affidavits, namely to 
bring an action 
for 
brutality 


against the officers and when the 


time comes of appealing t6 State 


or Federal authorities for assist- 


ance to show that a fair deal can- 


not be expected from the peace, 


powers o'f this city. The affidavits 


set forth the names of some of the. 


officers, but the names of others 


are unknown. 


The magnates of the 
United 


Railroads declare that when these 


affidavits are published a feeling 


of hatred will be created against 


the police. Superintendent Jones 


of the United Railroads was asked 


ent if the story outlined above 
by THE TRIBUNE correspond- 


were true and replied that it was 


substantially the story told by 


strike-breakers referred to. 


The men who signed these 


oaths and the crimes with which 


they are charged are as follows:

land was in tbe ninth Century, no great 
movement In hospital building took 
place until tha 18th century. 
The 


Hotel Dleu In Paris was erected In 
the latter part of the 18th century 


Of course many died during thost 


years from disease 
Limited 
space 


foul air and absence of cleanliness 
were fertile sources of high mortality 
Dryslplas pyaenia. and gangrene per

Isolation of infsctloua dis- 


eases was not carried on, and that

University Professors Discover 
,-•' Method of Killing Insects 


in Orchards. 


BERKELEY. May 10.—The spread 


of the blight v.-hich has been ruining 
the peach and apricot crop for the 
past two years, has caused the agri- 
cultural department of the State L'nl- 
verstlty to attack the problem wlh 
more vigorous 
determination 
than 


ever. Experiments, conducted during 
the present season, have been so suc- 
cessful that many orchards so treat- 
ed -have been saved from extinction 
and trees that were all but barren of 
leaves arc-coming out with new lo- 
Hage that is 
unaffected 
with tnt 


The disease in question causes the 


leaves to curl up and the entire tree 
stops growing, while the leaves ant 
branches finally become covered with 
a web-like growth, and ultimately tliu 
foliage drops and the tree looks strip- 
ped and bare. The 
blight ..usually 
makes its appearance just after the 
first crop of leaves l.-i on the trees. 
What fruit docs manage to grow, ts 
stunted and worthless. 


GOOD 1JEMKDY. 


The attempts to save the orchards 


have engaged the time of the pathol- 
oglsts of the agricultural department, 
but until recently, n., really infallible 
remedy has been discovered. The de- 
partment did succei.-d In discovering 
one or two effective remedies, but they 
were Impracticable for use in the large 
orchards where the labor of applying 
such remedies was possible only by 
employing- the special experts employ- 
ed at the various stations. 
A practical and thoroughly effective 
method of treating 
blighted peach. 


apricot and almond trees has at last 
fbeen discovered, and a pamphlet on 
the subject is being sent to orchard 
men of the State. 
Trees so treated 
last December and early spring be- 
fore the blossoming season, are now in 
splendid condition, and will yield fine 
crops, while on adjacent orchards, 
where the treatment was not applied 
the trees are stripped and appear life- 
less, while the fruit Is 
stunted 
and 


meager. 
Many orchard men, despairing 


saving their trees, burned them down 
last fall and have since put the lane 
to other uses. 
The department if 


agriculture of the University Is hope 
ful that all diseased trees affllctec 
with this particular fungus, may be 
saved and believes that if the orchard 
men adopU'd the new treatment, their 
trees would not need to be sacrificed 
to the axe-man. 


METHOD USED. 


The method of treatment consists o 


•spraying the trees with a chemical so 
lutlon called the "Bordeaux Mixture. 
This Is composed of certain quantitie 
of sulphate of copper and quicklime 
dissolved in water and used as a spra 
before the leaf-buds open. Exact in- 
structions are printed in a. pamphlat 
Issued by the department of agrlcul-

" Here is an item from the Nashville .(Term.) American of May 


3 that deserves more than passing attention; it should be thought- 


fully studied by union men in particular: 


"About sixteen, marble setters, employed 
at 
the 
Stahlman 


building struck Thursday morning in pursuance of orders received 
from the union at Cincinnati, which claims jurisdiction_over this 
territory. The men in Cincinnati are on strike for $4 per day of 
eight hours, and while there is no dissatisfaction over conditions 
on the Stahlman building the Cincinnati union ordered all marble 
worker* employed within its jurisdiction to quit work andjhe 
cessation on the Stahlman building followed. The men express 
regret over the action of the t»on and are^antidpatwg an arrange- 


ment whereby they may resume work." 


So far as we are able to gather from the above, the work on 


a building in Nashville was interefered with^because .of labor dif- 
ferences elsewhere, which concerned neither the men employed on 
the building, the contractors doing the work or the owners having it 
done. An executive labor organization in Cincinnati ordered the 
men to cease work as a means of enforcing jurisdiction in other 
directions. There was no trouble on the Nashville building. 


It is evident that wrong has been done in this instance by 


somebody. 
Surely union leadership and union jurisprudence are 


able to avoid such manifest injustice'as the case noted, an injustice 
in which owners, contractors and employes suffered alike. In nine 
cases out of ten such drastic remedies for grievances are wholly 
unnecessary, for they strike hardest where there is no grievance 
and create" ill-feeling where none previously existed. Naturally 
such acts provoke resentment and create uneasiness and apprehen- 
sion since they indicate that an employer is not safe even when he 
is, rierht with the unions. 


San Francisco's Debt to Insurance. 


The president of the National Board of Underwriters estimates 


the total loss to the insurance companies 
by 
the 
San 
Fran- 


cisco fire at between $220,000,000 and $225,000,000. Of this amount 
243 companies paid $175,000,000, in addition to the heavy inci- 
dental expense of adjustment. When the facts are examined, the 
candid judgment must be that the insurance 
companies, taking 


them as a whole, did all that could reasonably be expected of them, 
^ome of them welched, and others took unfair advantage of the 
necessities of policy-holders, but the great majority met the crisis 
in a manful way. Some of them were undoubtedly victimized and 
fairly bulldozed into paying losses never incurred or for which 
they were not morally liable, but on the whole the adjustment of 
fire losses in San Francisco must be regarded as a fair one, and a 
convincing proof that insurance does insure. It is all very well to 
talk about the cost of insurance, but a-general calamity proves the 
value of insurance in the business world. What would San Fran- 
cisco be today if the city had not been heavily insured? Without 
the $200,000,000 insurance money poured into the city during the 
last twelve months the situation would be mournful indeed. It 
was fortunate for San Francisco that she was. the most heavily 
insured city in the world. 


Senator Platt, nicknamed the Easy Boss by the late Charles 


A Dana, admits that he boosted Roosevelt for the Vice-Presidency 
because he wanted to get Teddy out of New York politics.

was not trying to do Roosevelt a favor when he conspired with 
Quay and other machine leaders to put him on the ticket with Mc- 
Kinley. Now he says he is sorry. No doubt. But Platt and Quay 
did not deceive either Roosevelt or the public at Philadelphia. The 
people wanted Roosevelt for Vice-President, and they didn't care 
a button for the motives of Platt and the crocodile support he was 
-iving Teddy's Vice-Presidential boom. The result demonstrates 
that the people were wiser than either Roosevelt or his political 
enemies. Platt tells no news in explaining the motives that actuated 
him in 1900. 
He has merely confessed without repenting. 


Professor Wickson, dean of the Agricultural College at Berke- 


ley, has discovered a way to kill asparagus rust. This discovery 
is of vast importance to a large and growing California industry 
and one that is worth an immense sum to the commerce and agri- 
culture of this State; but it will probably'strengthen President 
Wheeler's conviction that Professor Wickson is not a man of orig- 
inal research and therefore unfit to be director of the agricultural 
department of the State University. President Wheeler has a dis- 
like for men who make themselves conspicuously useful. 


The San Francisco police have demonstrated that they can 


maintain peace and order when they try. They should not cease 
trying. 


MALIGNANT OPPOSITION TO WEALTH. 


A Move in the Right Direction, 


Mayor Schmitz made a wise, move in appointing an advisory 


committee of fifty 'representative' citizens' to: consider the strike 
question and endeavor to restore industrial peace to San Francisco. 
This committee can do great good if its members wi« enter -upon 
the task of composing difficulties, in a proper spirit. While this 
committee has no power to abrogate the laws or say that any per- 
son or Interest shall be denied adequate protection under them, it 
can express a consensus of public opinion .and ,impress upon the 
contending parties the demands of interests! common to all. "> , 


In the meantime the Trades Council .has adopted resolutions 


enjoining respect for Jaw and order. These resolutions must be 
accented in good faith, and the spirit they express should be taken 
as guidance for^-the strikers;and'their sympathizers. 


However, Mr. Calhbun should not construe a determination 


to uphold the law as a championship of his side of the dispute 
The public.demand is that the cars shall be run and be run by com- 
petent men; that a safe and adequate service be rfendered in return 
for the valuable concessions the community has granted the United 
Railroads. 
• 
, 


But aside from the carmen's strike it is imperatively necessary 


that industrial peace should be restored to the city;, that the strife 
prevailing in so many-activities shall be composed; that work shall 
generally be resumed and business allowed to proceed undisturbed. 
The committee should .therefore address itself to all differences in 
the labor world, and endeavor td bring about, if possible, a spirit of 
harmony and co-operation between employers and the working 
people. This can be done without abating one jot from respect for the 
law or prejudicing-the rights of any person or class-of persons. After 


all, the interests of the mass are superior to the interests of any indi- 
vidual or class-.of individuals, though it must be observed that there 
can be no real industrial peace unless both sides to a controversy 
stand by their agreements, lette.r and spirit, in good faith and mani- 
fest good willvby the observance of a mutual obligation to be just 
and fair. 
The unfairness of taking technical advantage provokes 


antagonism and is often met with the argument^ brute force. 


The committee appointed by the mayor will accomplish little 


good, however, if the members confer in a spirit of partisanship or 
fail to take a broad and comprehensive view of the perplexing and 
irritating problems they have to solve. Their mission should be to 
serve the public interests and bring about an adjustment in accord-

not made or entered into any trust agree- 
ment, contract or confederation to fix 
the prices or limit the quantity of any 
articles of merchandise. 
"The affidavit does not contain a sta-te- 
ment, nor did the law of Texas require 
of a foreign corporation any statement, 
with respect to who were its shareholders 
or who were Interested in It.

UP 
ARMS AGAINST THE SMELTER 


Want Their Homes Protected 


From a Great Nuisance. 


The property owners in South San 


Francisco and the northern part of 
San 'Mateo County 
are up in arms 


over the 
erection .of 
an 
enormous 


copper smelting plant at San Bruno 
Point by the Smelter Trust. 


Experience 
in 
other 
places 
has 


proved that such smelters render the 
whole country 'or miles around unfit 
for residence and for the uses of ag- 
riculture. 
Plant life is 
utterly de- 


stroyed, and it is impossible for small 


in the immediate 
animals 
to live 


neighborhood. 


It becomes very unhealthy for hu- 


man beings within a large circle of 
surrounding territory. The discharge 
of refuse in the bay will also kill the 
fish and work destruction to the oy- 
ster bods. Accordingly 
the reduction 


works at San Bruno Point threaten to 
entirely ruin a beautiful suburban dis- 
trict and render valueless millions of 
dollars of fine property. Hence, there 
is general indignation that the Gug- 
grenheims should have Invaded a pop- 
ulous district immediately contiguous 
to San Francisco with a plant that 
could just as well have been erected 
in some spot where the fumes would 
not cause such Immense damage to 
health and 
property and be so de- 


structive of so many important inter- 
ests. 


A committee of property owners, 


after carefully investigating the mat- 
ter and gathering reliable 
data re- 


garding the effect of copper recluc- 
fluction works in other localities, have 
issued the following orders, prepara- 
tory to giving the Smelter Trust bat- 
tle in the courts, to defend their homes 
and property from ruin: 


THE NUISANCE. 


To the People of San Mateo County 


— About a year ago property was pur- 
chased at San Bruno Point, near the 
station of Baden on the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad, in the northeastern por- 
tion of this county, and work has been 
commenced there upon an extensive 


dioxide, an exceedingly pungent, burn- 
ing and corrosive gas. 
As it passes 


through the atmosphere, or 
gathers 


upon the surface of the surrounding 
country, it progresses toward and. con- 
denses into its ultimate form—that of 
suiphur trioxlde, or sulphuric acid; so 
that a smelter when in operation Is 
like a fountain—say, perhaps, a vol- 
cano, from which Is sprinkled over the 
surrounding country 
incessant dis- 


charges of arsenic and vitriol. 


Hun to its full capacity, the smelter 


a.i Baden will discharge approximate!} 
1,250,000,000 cubic feet of fumes every 
twenty-four hours, and they will con- 
tain at the lowest .estimate about 1500 
tons of sulphur 
dioxide, and 
large 


quantities o£ arsenic, possibly as much 
as twenty tons. 


In one year there would be spread 


over the neighboring country 547,500 
tons of sulphur dioxide, and perhaps 
7300 tons of arsenic. 


The ores 
used in the 
smelter at 


Redding analyze an average of 41.46 
per cent of sulphur, discharging 1G58 
pounds of suiphur dioxide per ton of 
ore, 
making S29 tons of sulphur diox- 


ide per thousand tons of smelted ore.

ously affect animal tissue, so sulphur 
dioxide in 
the smallest 
quantities, 


when mixed with the atmosphere, will 
injure, and with repeated fumigations 
will destroy plant life of all kinds. 


the sulphur fumes kill plants, 


the arsenic tends to destroy the ani- 
mals which feed upon them. 
Cattle 


browsing this arsenic-sprinkled vege- 
tation gradually succumb. It has been 
noticed in the region of smelters, as 
in the Deer Lodge Valley, Montana, 
which Is exposed to the fumes of the 
fVrxaconda smelter, .that ail ground an- 
imals, rabbits, squirrels and 
birds, 


have disappeared. The destruction of 
life and vegetation is not immediate, 
except where such are very close to 
the smelter; 
but the doom of 
the 


country contiguous 
to the 
smelter, 


from the standpoint of the farmer and 
horticulturist, Is none the less certain. 
Ultimately the entire territory every- 
where 
within reach 
of the 
fumes, 


must be abandoned by every other in-

The area of country upon which a 


smelter Inflicts- damage depends much 
upon the surface 
conformation, and 


the direction and velocity of the winds. 
At Anaconda, Montana, vegetation has 
been injured 35 miles from the smel- 
ter. 
At Redding in this state the zone 


extends 9 miles south and 3 1-2 miles 
north of the smelter; although the 
latter is situated in a ravine, and uses 
a low stack. In Salt Lake, Utah, the 
fumes reached 15 miles. At Ducktown, 
Tennessee, the fumes ' have destroyed 
vegetation upwards of 50 miles from 
the smelter. 


The smelter at Baden may be ex- 


pected to exert immediate destructive 
iffects upon vegetation af£ animal life, 
for at least 15 miles from the site of 
:he works, and the consequences will 
make themesiv^ apparent directly or 
ndirectly over tte entire peninsula, 
as shown by the accompanying map, 
and over a wide area on the opposite 
side of the bay. In fact, the extent of 
the smoke zone is subject to 
great 


conjecture. 
Smoke ascending into the 


higher regions of the air Is driven sur- 
prising distances. It was noted dur- 
ing the burning of San Francisco that 
cinders from that fire fell profusely in 
Palo Alto about 35 miles distant. There . 
seems no reason why fumes from the' 
Baden smelter will not be carried the ! 
same distance. 


"Within a radius of 15 miles from the 


smelter at Baden on the San Mateo 
side of the 'bay, there are 100,000 acres 
of'the most fertile land in the world; 
within this area Is not only San Fran- 
isco, with the 
beautiful verdure 
of 


Golden Gate Park, but there is a pop- 
ulation of many thousands living In 
and about the towns of Colma, San 
Bruno, Mlllbrae, Burlingame, San Ma- 
teo, Redwood and Menlo Park. In no 
part of California, is vegetation "more, 
varied or more valuable. 
Hundreds 


of beautiful homes make the district 
famed as a villa section. 
The fact 


that one may procure a lot at low cost

brought many thousands of people of 
all classes to the area which will re- 
ceive the full

Over this and other parts of 


the zone may be sifted every year, as 
stated, approximately 
550,000 tons of 


sulphur dioxide and over 7000 tons of 
arsenic. 
- If the* proposed smelter- is 


operated this 
peninsula, as well 


the areas within the zone on the op- 
posite side of the bay, is unquestion- 
ably doomed. 


Analyses of the vegetation grown in 


the vicinity of the smelter at Ana- 
conda showed the presence of enor- 
mous percentages of arsenic. 
A cow 


eating 35 pounds of hay per day was 
found to be consuming dally 54 grains 
of arsenic. 
Stock 
generally, grown 


within the smoke zone, was found to 
be afflicted with arsenical poisoning 
and from time to time had to be kill- 
ed. Herein lies a terrible danger from 
the smelter to the people of San Fran- 
cisco,

Committees of citizens resident In 


the affected region have had several 
conferences with the smelter 
repr- 


sentatives. The latter admit the dead- 
ly character of the fumes, but assert 
that they will be able to control these 
fumes In such a way as to make them 
harmless to the neighborhood. 


In the first place they assert that 


they will construct a very high smoke 
stack through which the fumes will 
be discharged. 
A similar 
expedient 


was tried 
at Anaconda, where 
the 


smelting company, after 
paying the 


large amounts of damages stated, con- 
structed a stack 1100 feet above the 
valley. 
The only effect of this, how- 


ever, was to distribute the fumes over 
a.greater area without appreciably dl- 
mlnlslng the damage done to land Im- 
mediately adjacent to the smelter. 


Secondly, in addition to this an enor- 


mous settling chamber, more than a 
quarter of a mile In length, was con- 
structed there, but this is admitted 
to be inefficient, even in connection 
with the high-stack, without "further 
preventive devices. 


THE PROPOSED ACID PLANT. 


Lastly, the smelter people say that 


the wind blows down the peninsula 
from San Francisco but 90 or 100 days 
during the year. The balance of the 
time, they say, It blows 
eastwardly 


toward the bay. 
They propose to In- 


stall an acid plant as -an adjunct to 
the smelter. 
This plant is.,designed 


to receive the smelter fumes before 
they pass into tho atmosphere, and 
subject them to a washing which sep- 
arates the arsenic from the gases and 
carries the arsenic away In the water. 
The fumes are then treated to a pro- 
cess which extracts the sulphur and 
converts it Into sulphuric acid. 
The 


residue of the fumes are then sup- 
posed to pass out as harmless vapors. 
There is, however, no assurance that 
these devices will prove effective, and. 
the residual vapors are 
believed to 


contain sulphur dioxide far in excess of 
the maximum percentage that would 
make the gases safe to be liberated 
over the country. 


There is every reason to believe that 


the smelter people have not accurately- 
learned of the direction and velocity of 
winds which blow over Baden, affect- 
ed as they are by local conditions. It 
is unoudbtedly the fact that the wind 
blows from Baden down the peninsula 
many more days during the year than 
the smelter people admit. («The pre- 
vailing southerly direction of the wind 
.is clearly shown by the fact that the 
oak trees on the peninsula lean to- 
ward the south.) 
The wind generally 


blows lightly bayward in the morning 


and strongly landward In the after- 
noon. But whatever may be the fact, 
the smelter people propose to operate 
the acid plant only during the time 
when the wind is blowinz southerly; 
at other times they will permit the 
fumes to float where they may. 
The 


fumes confessedly, on such occasions, 
will reach the far side of the bay, and 
devastate the properties of the people 
of that part of Alameda County, which 
will probably be within the longest 
arm of the 
eclipse 
describing 
the 


smoke zone, including the 
towns-'bf 


Oakland, Alameda,' Hayward and San 
Leandro. 
The smelter people assert 


that the wind from the smelter blows 
75 per cent of the time toward Ala- 
meda County. It is a district thickly 
populated with small homes, but no 
home could long exist in the" presence 
of such adverse conditions.

The result of this will be 
to destroy all life, Including oysters in 
the neighboring waters of the bay. 


It has been suggested that the smel- 


ter management would carry the waste 
acid to sea and there 
discharge it 


many miles from shore. In order to 
do this they would have to maintain 
a fleet of 
large tank 
steamers or 


barges lined with lead, with a vessel 
sailing every day. This also would 
be a large element of experise, and It 
Is doubtful if it would be maintained 
or even serlousiy contemplated by the 
smelter company. Such discharges,, of 
acid Into the sea upon this coast would 
without doubt destroy many fish. How 
great a loss this would be is another 
of the many questions Involved in the 
smelter project. 


With the burden upon them of mak- 


ing, 
at large cost, a product which 


must in great part run to waste, mere- 
ly in order to protect the lands of 
people for whom they have^no con- 
cern, It Is not likely that large num- 
bers of men will be kept on hand at 
the smelter to be shifted into the acid 
factory every times the wind veers.

Armlets of Solid Gold Found in a Sand 
Pit at Crayford. 


Workmen engaged in a sanfipit at 


Crayford, Kent, says the London Ex- 
press, have unearthed a number 
of 
massive bracelets or amlets of 
solid 


gold, suposed to be portions of the 
barbaric ornaments of ancient British 
chiefs. 
The supposition, that the sandpit was 
the burying-place of the chiefs is sup- 
ported by the discovery of bones at 
the same spot, and of weapons of 
stone and flint close by. 
The armlets were found at a. depth 


of three or four feet from the surface.
